Youth Who Shot 
Father Will Not 
Be Prosecuted

A coroner's inquest Wednesday into the slaying 
early Dec. 4 in t ¡aremont of Donald C. Tully, 
ended any possibility that his son, Donald C. Tully 
Jr., 18, might be prosecuted in his death. 
The inquest, at the old Hall of Records, Los An­ 
geles, took must of the day anil ended with the 
jury .stating the victim died “ at the hands of anoth­ 
er ’ but u didn't name who “ the other" was. 
Young Tully took the stand a n d declined to 
testify on the advice of Pomona lawyer Raymond 
Yuungquist and a psephologist, Later, Claremont 
Police Detective Ted Whitall testified 
that 
in 
a 
statement after the -/looting, young Tully said he 
shot his father because his father had gotten a 
gun and apparently intended to kill him. 
Under a law which became effective Nov. 10, 
ingu« »ts now only rule on whether a violent death 
was natural, accidental, suicide or at the hands of 
another. It the latter is ruled the jury does not 
name the killer nor attempt to determine if any 
criminal responsibility existed, the former function 
of an inquest. 
After the hearing. Deputy Dist. Att. Richard H 
Elias, of the D.A.’.s complaint department, said he 
would recommend no prosecution of young Tully in 
the shooting. He said that prior to the inquest a 
police request that Tully be petitioned into Juvenile 
Court for the shooting was rejected. 
Elias, who sat in on the inquest but asked no 
questions, sa d there was 
no 
evidence 
that 
the 
sliooting was anything but self delense. 
Whitall testified the quarrel between young Tullv 
and his father resulted from the likelihood that the 
teen ger was going to be expelled from Damien 
High School, La Verne, and from the fact that he 
had lost his job at a market. 
Whitall 
aid the youth told him he armed him-

“ because we have not enough

“ Secondly, it is very impru­ 
dent to withdraw all U.S. com­ 
bat troops while many U.S. lo­ 
gistical and support troops re­ 
main in Vietnam.” To do this, 
Thieu said, would be running 
Hie risk of North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong attacks on the lo­ 
gistical bases 
President Nixon already has

Forgotten Soldier 
Returns to Home 


FRESNO, Calif. (A P) - The 


soldier the Army lorgot for 15 


months returned to his Porter­ 


ville home Thursday night and 


a joyous reunion with his wife 
and three small children. 


Richard Beaty stepped from 
a plane at the Fresno Air Ter­ 
minal to shouts of “ daddy, dad­ 
dy” from his 4-year-old daugh­ 
ter, Dawn, and a tearful, some­ 
times laughing, embrace from 
Ins pretty wife, Mardell. 


“ It’s wonderful to be home,” 
said Beatv, 22, who had spent 
the past two months 111 combat 
m Vietnam 
“ 1 don't want to 
think about it anymore; it was 
a nightmare.” 


Beaty said, however, he will 
have further dealings with the 
Armv. 


“ I think they owe me some 
back pay, probably about $3,000 
and I'm going to talk to my 
attorney about it.” 


Beaty said he talked to Army 
officers 
in 
Oakland 
but 
that 
they didn’t seem to think he 
was due any money, “ In tact, 


he said," they still seem 
to 


think 1 owe them something.” 


The 
Ninth Circuit Court of 


Appeals in San Francisco or­ 


dered Beaty’s discharge after 
ruling that Army orders that 
he spend another year in uni­ 
form to make up lost tune were 
unconstitutional. 


Beaty originally was inducted 
into the Army in February 1967 
and sent to Germany. There 
he volunteered for du»y in Viet­ 
nam and was sent home on 
a 60-day leave and told to “ wan 
for orders.” Beuty waited, but 
no orders came. A Porterville 
recruiting sergeant told him to 
keep waiting. 


His two->ear term of duty ex­ 
pired last February and Beaty 
applied for a discharge.

Army—rediscovering its * tor - 
gotten soldier“ —held up the dis­ 
charge 
and 
ordered 
him 
to 
serve an extra year to make 
up for time lost while waiting 
for orders.

W \SHINGTON (A P ) - Presi- 


dent Nixon, celebrating his 57th 


birthday, received a gift from 


his staff today and chatted imp­ 


ishly with newsmen about it. 


The gift was a copy of the 
front page of the Washington 
Star of Jan. 9. 1913—the year he 
was born at Yorba Linda, Calif. 
The page was altered in only 
one respect: an item was insert­ 
ed under the small headline, 
“ Future President Born.” 


Nixon, reviewing the news of 
the world on his birthday, re­ 
marked to reporters that things 
rpally haven't changed much m 
57 years. He pointed to one sto­ 
ry headed, “ Hope for Panther” 
— aiding an explanation that the 
Panther was an American ves­ 
sel in distress off Cuba. Another 
headline that caught his eye 
read, “ Henry to Face Trial.” 


Referring to his assistant for 
national 
security 
affairs, 
the 
chief executive joked: “ Kissin­ 
ger was in trouble even then.”

members of the staff, was pre­ 
sented by Nixon's personal sec­ 
retary, Rose Mary Woods, and 
Terry Decker, a recent addition 
to the secretarial staff.

cation. The White House calen­ 
dar listed only one official call* 
er, and Nixuu planned to have a 
private dinner with Mrs. Nixon 
and his daughter Tricia.

Father Slaying

self after his father went to his car to get a gun. 
Whitall said young Tully heard a shot outside the 
apartment at 670 W. San Jose Ave., saw his father 
coming and lay on the floor to avoid being hit if 
his father fired through the front door. 


The deteictive said the youth told him his father 
threw open the door and stood with a pistol pointed 
to the ceiling. He said young Tully told him he fired 
one shot from his position on the floor and when 
the muzzle of his father’s pistol came down, point­ 
ing at him, he fired three more. 


The victim died less than an hour later at Pomo­ 
na V a l l e y Community Hospital from 
massive 
bleeding resulting from a .357-caliber bullet which 
hit him in the right lung. He had three other less 
serious wounds. 


An autopsy report revealed that 
the victim's 
blood-alcohol content was .13 per cent. Under state 
law, 10 is considered to be under the influence of 
liquor. 


The shooting occurred in the apartment of Po­ 
mona Police Officer William H. Schneid. Schneid 
testified that the youth had been placed with him 
seven months earlier by the youth’s parents who 
had been paying $70 a month for his support. 


Schneid, who met the boy in the P o m o n a de­ 
partment’s Law Enforcement Explorer Scout pro­ 
gram, testified the victim had intended to pick up 
his son's car at Schneid’s apartment as punish­ 
ment for the trouble at school and for losing his 
job The policeman said he and the elder Tully 
had visited two bars before going to the apartment 
shortly after midnight. 


Schneid testified that the elder Tully had threat­ 
ened to kill his son many times and did so again 
the night of the shooting. He said that after berat­ 
ing the boy in Schneid's apartment, the victim 
went to his parked car, got a .357-caliber revolver 
out of the trunk and loaded it. Schneid said when 
he tried to prevent Tully from returning to the 
apartment, Tully warned he’d shoot him, fired a 
shot in the air and went back to the apartment 
where he was shot. It was Schneid’s off-duty weapon 
young Tully armed himself with before the shoot­ 
ing, the officer said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
attempt will be made after Con­ 
gress 
reconvenes Jan. 
19 to 
shake loose from the Senate Ju­ 
diciary Committee a constitu­ 
tional amendment providing for 
the election of the president by 
direct, popular vote. 


The proposed amendment, en­ 
dorsed by President Nixon after 
t»s approval Sept. 18 by a sur­ 
prisingly one-sided .139-70 House 
vote, has been stalled in the 
Senate by a 
combination 
of 
events and stout opposition. 
It was put at the top of the Ju­ 
diciary Committee’s agenda last 
August but then was shunted 
aside during the battle over the 
Supreme Court nomination ot 
Judge Clement F. Havnsworth 
Jr. 
Thurmond Objects 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-lnd., the! 
amendment’s chief sponsor in 
the Senate, blamed what he 
termed “ the obstructionist tac­ 
tics of opponents of direct elec­ 
tion. 
This was after Sen. Strom, 
Thurmond, R-S.C., objected to 
the committee sitting while the 
Senate was debating the big tax 
reform bill. 
However, the committee did 
agree to take up the amendment 
for discussion, but not necessar­ 
ily to vote on it. at a meeting 
this month. No date for the 
meeting has been set by Chair­ 
man James 0. Eastland, D- 
Miss. 
Eastland, like Thurmond, is 
opposed to the direct election 
plan and favors a rival amend­ 
ment under which presidential 
electors would be chosen by dis­ 
tricts corresponding to congres­ 
sional districts, except that each 
state would elect two at-large. 
Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsylva­ 
nia. the Senate Republican lead­ 
er and a member of the Judi­ 
ciary Committee, also favors 
the district plan. 


Third Plan 
Further contributing to a divi­ 
sion within the committee are 
other members who advocate a 
plan under which each state’s 
electoral votes would be divided 
among the presidential candi­ 
dates in proportion to the popu­ 
lar vote thev received. 
Under 
the 
present 
winner- 
takeall system, a state’s entire 
electoral vote is allotted to the 
candidate that wins a maiority 
of the popular vote A candidate 
has to obtain a ma jority of the 
national electoral vote to be 
elected. 
Bayh looks for a close vote in 
the Judiciary Committee but 
maintains the direct election 
plan 
can 
win—if it 
can 
be 
brought to a vote. However, it 
could run into more delays, just 
as it did in the last session of 
Congress 
Once 
again 
the 
committee 
could pet bogged down in dis­ 
pute over a 
Supreme Court 
nomination, which Nixon is ex- 
nected to submit shortly after 
Congress reconvenes And hang­ 
ing over the committee is a di­ 
rective from the Senate that it 
act hv March 1 on controversial 
voting rights legislation. 
Even 
f the direct election 
amendment should finally win 
committee approval, it could 
have an ever harder time in the 
Senate itself where a two-thirds 
majority will be required for 
adoption. A filibuster against it 
is a possibility. 
To 
become 
effective, 
the 
amendment also would have to 
be ratified by the legislatures of 
three fourths of the states. The 
House stipulated that the ratifi­ 
cation process must be complet­ 
ed by Jan. 21, 1971, for the 
amendment to take effect for 
»he next presidential election in 
1972.

Bare Root Season Here 
Before Planting That Rose 


As the New Year pets under 
way, so 
does 
the 
California 
rosarian’s calendar of activities 
in the Golden State. January is 
not only the month o! pruning 
old roses, but a busy time for 
planting new ones. 


Before rushing out and buying 
the first roses you see advertised 
read the following advice from 
the California 
Association 
of 
Nurserymen about selecting and 
planting bare root rose bushes 


The most important step is in 
the selection of healthy bare root 
stock. The good is easy to dis­ 
cern from the bad. and anv 
CAN nurseryman will tv* happy 
to explain the difference to you. 
Basically, you want to determine 
if 
the 
prospective 
purchase 
seems well formed with at least 
three strong canes (branches). 
Beware of the shrivelled-up ones 
— or those with weak canes. 
Roses are graded No. I. No. 
1! 
and No, 2, with No. ! being 
the best. No. 2 grade is dis­ 
carded by most reputable rose 
growers. These are often sold 
as "bargain roses" — especially 
when sold without a variety 
name and just referred to as 
"pink,” “ yellow" etc. 
Another thing to remember 
about rose buying is that the 
new All American First Prize, 
and other 1970 introductions, will 
be 
in great 
demand, 
supply 
generally doesn’t meet demand, 
so select your s early in the 
season, the CAN suggests. 
Now for the planting of those 
new roses you bring home from 


r 
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the nursery. The requirements 
are not that complicated, and 
will assure beautiful results. 
First, select a sunny planting 
site The loc ation should receive 
sun for at least half a day and 
more is preferable, especially in 
coastal gardens. 
A well-drained soil i^ ideal, 
but a lack of such can be com­ 
pensated for at time of planting. 
They should never be crammed 
into a hole m the ground. If 
your soil isn’t all it should be, 
it is advisable to mix it with a 
nurserymen’s planter mix before 
returning it back into the hole. 
With a good sized planting 
hole, mound the soil and planter 
mix preparation into the shape 
of a cone and spread the roots 
so that they settle over this 
mound. 
At the base of the rose is 
the bud union. Thi^ is located in 
the area where the canes branch 
out from the shank — and re­ 
semble^ a thumbnail. In most 
areas of California, the 
rose 
should be planted at a depth so 
tton bud union is slightly above 
the final soil level — about one 
inch above. 


When the level has been deter­ 
mined. fill-in around the roots 
with the soil you have taken 
from the hole and combined with 
planter mix to create a rich, 
organic planting medium. When 
the hole is completely fully, firm 
the area with your feet. Make 
sure the soil pack firmly, elim­ 
inating any air pockets that may 
have formed. 
Make a water basin around the 
bush. If the bud union has been 
lowered during the planting, now 
is the time to raise it before 
making this basin. This becomes 
the irrigation basin and it should 
be filled with water immediate­ 
ly. both to settle the soil and to 
keep the roots moist. 
Some rosarians like to mound 
soil up over the bud union tem­ 
porarily to keep it from drying 
out, while others ignore it. Ask 
your CAN nurseryman’s recom­ 
mendation for the area in which 
you live. He’ll also advise you 
on a feeding program which will 
promote 
growth 
and 
lovely 
flowers — after the newly - 
planted rose has established it­ 


self.

So next year, remember to 
spray, prune and feed the large 
trees regularly.

Dwarf fruit trees also are a 
small garden's solution, since 
two or three of these will usually 
fit the space that one normal 
tree requires Try dwarf peach­ 
es. nectarines, apricots, and ap­ 
ple- The smaller editions pro­ 
vide normal size fruit in sur-

large amounts. Too, 
they are ideal for growing m 
tub. and are attractive pieces 
ior use on the patio or entr$- 
way.

CAN nurseries at this time 
of year have their largest supply 
of fruit trees than at anv other 
time. What is important, whether 
you're looking tor those which 
will grow to orchard-size, or for 
dwxrf-types, is that your local 
nurseryman will have the varie­ 
ties which ire adaptable to your 
particular climate. For instance, 
certain Peaches do well in one 
area and sulk in another; some 
Apples are often better in coast 
gardens than in the hot inland 
valleys. Relv on your CAN nur­ 
seryman to have those fruit vari­ 
lles which have been proven per- 
tormers in vour area.

My husband and I are interested in learning of 
the 
safest 
methods

month-old son in our car. 


When 
I am driving, I often place him in his 
Infaseat on the floor in front of the passenger 
seat, a place wherein I 
believe

thrown from the auto, should a collision occur. 


However, in the event of involvement on his 
side of the car, I fear he could be crushed. I have 
tried to secure his infant carrier with our seat 
belts but, thus restrained, 1 believe that the force 
of a collision would possibly break the carrier, 
freeing him to fl> loose. 


What would be your opinion of our use of his 
car bed in the back seat? Even if we secure the 
car bed with our seat belts, how do we secure 
him in it so that he is both comfortable, yet safe, 
should a collision occur? 
We plan to purchase a car seat for our child 
In the near future. There are several models that 
boast head restraints, shoulder straps, and the 
Hke.

Everyone talks these days about building saf­ 
er automobiles, the importance of people wear­ 
ing seat 
belts.

our children. Yet 1, both a nurse and a mother, 
have never had the above questions answered.

Action Line turned to the National Safety Coun­ 
cil for help. 
A basic tenet of safeguarding children, especial­ 
ly infants and toddlers, while the\ are automotive 
passengers is “ keep them m the back seat. 
Safety research studies referred to by the safe­ 
ty council confirmed that “ the back seat is safer 
for everyone. 
E very time when we see otherwise responsible 
parents driving in a c a r with a small child stand­ 
ing in the seat beside him. we turn a livid red. That 
really is “ playing on the freew ay.” 
The safety council agreed with vou in that not 
Enough has been done to protect children in auto­ 
mobiles. It said that as soon as a child can con­ 
trol his head and back, safety harness vests and 
‘child safety seats offer the best protection. 
The spring 196K issue of the council’s Fam ily 
Safety publication in discussion this problem, rec­ 
om m ended us three of the better safety harnesses 
for children:

1—The Safe-Hi child belt, m ade by Rose Mfg. 
Co., which anchors to the floor. The harness portion 
Straps over the seat back and connects with slid­ 
ing ring to chest, lap and crotch straps on the child.

2—The Irvin Child’s Auto Safety Harness, which 
features a vertic d over-the-st at restraining strap, a 
kipper-front harness vest, shoulder strap hip band 
and leg strap.

The restraining s tr ip fits into a floor bracket 
fend the belt i- 
slipped through the harness waist 
band loop, then clipped into a buckle at the top of 
the seat back. When the restraining strap is tight­ 
ened. so that the child is held snug against the seat, 
he can still sit, stand or lie down.

3—The Child Auto Safety Vest, m ade by Ameri­ 
can Safety Equipment Corp.. is designed for chil­ 
dren of 20 to 50 pounds capable of sitting upright 
by them selves. The vest combines shoulder straps, 
mesh and lap belt, lower and upper back straps, and 
a pair of “ tail stra p s” that attach the vest to the 
floor. 
The article rates as useless — perhaps even dan­ 
gerous — in an accident the many flimsly, rigid- 
fram e child seats, and those that hook over the 
back of a c a r seat. Some of these might help in a 
sudden stop, the article said, but .not in a colli- 
fcion.

Restraints that restrict a child’s movement are 
fiot well tolerated by children, tests show, and this 
product allows lor free m ovem ent within a restrict 
fed area, while not allowing a child to easily wriggle 
put or accidentally release the Lip belt. 
The Tot G uard can be installed in any c a r seat 
Itaving a lap belt. It was developed to distribute the 
forces ot 
impact more uniformly over the body 
frontal area and reduce differential head-torso mo­ 
tion in an accident.

It also restrains the child during side impacts 
Ind rollovers. 
Em ergency removal of the shield 
can be accomplished in seconds with one hand, and 
it can be cleaned and maintained easily.

And with no belts confining the child’s body, a 
Inother needn't worry about 
wrmkltxi clothes or 
belt chafing. 
As for infants of less than eight months of age. 
who can not hold up their heads, the car bed or 
Well-padded bassinet is still the best way for them 
lo travel. 
, 
Above all, the safety council warns, do not se ­ 
cure a child in the sam e safety strap you arc 
Wearing at the sam e time. 
The best place for a bassinet or car bed is the 
Pear of the car — on the floor if possible. Other- 
Wise the bassinet should be on the rear seat, par­ 
allel to the car’s length. It should be secured front 
®nd rear by available lap belts, with the bussi- 
toet m etal hangers fastened over front and rear seat 
backs. If tins is not possible, be sure to secure 
feny loose hangers. 
Padding should elim inate all sharp or rough edg­ 
e s on the bassinet, and a strong net covering or

Opinion Divided on Parks Master Plan

The $2.9 million parks and 
recreation 
m aster 
plan 
drew 
both support and criticism from 
Pomona 
residents 
Thursday 
night at a parks and recreation 
commission meeting. 
Commissioners for the most 
part sat back and listened as 
various opinions 
were offered 
as to why the plan failed to win 
the necessary two-thirds voter 
approval at the bond issue elec­ 
tion last Oct. 14. 
Some of the two dozen resi­ 
dents 
present 
also 
advanced 
suggestions for 
changing 
the 
proposal to increase its chances 
of passage if the measure is 
resubmitted to voters at a sec­ 
ond election. 
The com m ission had invited 


the public to express its views 
on the m atter before deciding 
on 
a 
recom m endation 
to 
the 
City Council. However, after lis­ 
tening 
to 
residents 
for 
more 
than one hour, commissioners 
look no action. 
The commission also held a 
reorganization meeting and un­ 
anim ously elected Dale Coons 
as chairm an and Ralph Rieger 
as 
vice chairm an. 
Coons 
suc­ 
ceeds Dayton H. Kling, who left 
the 
com m ission 
after 
serving 
two four-year term s, the m axi­ 
mum permitted. 
Among those speaking at the 
m eeting were City Administra­ 
tor Fred Sharp, m em bers of the 
com m ittee that campaigned for 
the plan, and citizens who work­ 
ed on the developm ent of the 
plan. 


Mrs. Charles Wescott, recrea­ 
tion and civic affairs chairm an 
for the PTA Council, d istu sstd 
a survey taken among les^ than 
100 persons to find out public 
sentiment on the plan. 
The results indicate most of 
those surveyed would favor a 
second vote on the m easure but 
not the whole $2.9 million pack­ 
age.

Man's Environment-- 
Save It Now Or Else 


Another old saving stands in need of revision. It 
is becoming increasingly evident that “everybody” is 
not m e re ly talking about the weather. Wittingly or un­ 
wittingly, we ARE doing something about it—and what 
wo are doing is for t ho most part alarming. 


According to the Wall Street Journal, meteorolo­ 
gists have established a definite correlation between 
production in the big steel mills in Gary, Ind., with 
rainfall in LaPorte. 30 miles downwind. The correla­ 
tion is so precise that when steel output goes up in Gary, 
rain, triggered by smoke from the mills, comes down 
in LaPorte. 


Between 1946 and 1967, La Porte averaged 19 inch­ 
es more precipitation than did stations upwind of tiie 
m ills. A similar effect lias been noted in Belleville, 
111.. 10 miies downwind of St. Louis. 


Tiie National Pollution Control Administration pre­ 
dicts eventual death of 750.000 trees on six nurseries 
irom near Oakland, Md., because of sulphur dioxide 
lumes from nearby power plants and a paper mill. 


On the West Coast, the U.S. Forest Service reports 
that automobile exhaust pollution irom Los Angeles 
is slawh killing 1.2 million trees in the San Bernardino 
National Forest. The death of so mam trees could 
have profound and unpredictable effects on climate. 


It was not by chance that President Nixon’s first 
official act in the new’ decade was to establish a three- 
member White House Council on Environmental Qual­ 
ity.

Labor George Shultz to his 
face that if the government 
did not intercede, Shultz might 
end up with Yablonski's m ur­ 
der on his conscience. 
This 
prophetic 
warning 
came out of a grim, private 
conversation 
between 
Rauh 
and Shult/ after Yublonski had 
encountered his first violence.

from behind by a karate blow 
after a meeting with m iners 
in Illinois.

gam zed by his supporters m

This is the critical year for 
America in Vietnam. 1970 will 
determ ine whether Vietnami- 
zation is a workable policy 
perm itting a more rapid rate 
of disengagement with a gov­ 
ernment in Saigon that can 
m aintain stability short of to­ 
tal and self-defeating repres­ 
sion. 
The author of Vietnamiza- 
tion is Secretary of Defense 
Melvin 
R. 
Laird, 
who has 
shown h i m s e l f to be the 
shrewdest and most realistic 
mem ber of the Nixon Cabinet. 
Out of his long political back­ 
ground in politics, his 16 years 
in C o n g r e s s , Laird under­ 
stands the fearful strain the 
w ar has 
imposed at every 
level of American life. The 
phased withdrawal—the pledg­ 
ed removal of 95,000 troops — 
is for the time hemg an ans­ 
wer. 
More of the Same 
But it is a satisfctory ans­ 
wer onlv so long as it seems 
to promise much more of the 
same. That is the real weak­ 
ness of Vietnamization as a 
policy. There can be no stop­ 
ping short of removal of all 
but a small corps of advisor- 
and 
the 
force 
essential 
to 
maintain a logistic support. 
Doubts about the ability of 
the South Vietnamese arm y to 
lake over the fight;ng within 
a foreseeable period of, say. 
two years cannot be ignored. 
With growing impatience here 
at home, the pace of Vietnam- 
ization 
may 
be 
accelerated 
fur bcvond the slow develop­ 
ment of that ability. And the 
consequence can be a disas­ 
ter that no outpouring of com­ 
fortable rhetoric can disguise. 
1 his is Sir Robert Thomp- 
son’s warning in his hook, “ No 
1 xit 
From 
Vietnam," The 
consequence will be a m as­ 
sacre 
of 
those 
Vietnamese 
counting 
on 
the 
continuing 
support of the United States. 
While it is idle to talk in num­ 
bers. Thompson, out of his 
firsthand knowledge of Viet­ 
nam and before that Malay­ 
sia, 
believes* 
the 
slaughter 
would be of such a magnitude 
as to shock and anger opinion 
everywhere. 


There is grisly precedent in 
recent h i s t o r y . When the 
French finally succeeded 
in 
extricating their forces from 
the long ordeal of the guer­ 
illa war in Algeria, they left 
behind defenseless Arab allies 
who had believed in the re­ 
peated pledge that I r a n e e 
would n**ver abandon them. 
By rough guess, up to one 
million persons wen* slaugh­ 
tered after the disengagement. 
They were the incipient mid­ 
dle class with some training 
ami education who had shel­ 
tered under the French wing. 
F art of thiN is told by a Yale 
graduate student, William G. 


Stott Jr., who put pieces of it 
together while with the United 
States Information Service in 
Morocco. In a searching a r­ 
ticle on the last phase of the 
Algerian tragedy Stott quotes 
a 
liberal 
French 
diplomat 
with firsthand knowledge: 
“The r e b e l s themselves 
couldn’t do it (maintain or­ 
der); they were too fragm ent­ 
ed. So what did you have? 
You had bands of guerrillas, a 
few men in each, who knew 
nothing 
but 
destruction and 
who felt they had made — as 
was true — a great sacrifice 
for their country. 
But they 
come into a village or a town 
and what do they find? Men, 
Arabs, 
who haven’t carried 
weapons, haven’t risked their 
lives for freedom, and yet who 
own something more than just 
a rifle.” 
So they killed and they took. 
This is a parallel, Stott sug­ 
gests, for Vietnam. The big 
landowners, the generals with 
bank accounts in Europe and 
safe hideouts in Asia, the rich 
m erchants will have escaped 
the country. 
Class Slaughter 
The v i c t i m s will be the 
thousands upon thousands who 
have advanced a hit. thanks 
to the trickle-down effect of 
the billions in American aid. 
A bicycle, a motorcycle — 
these are the symbols of af­ 
fluence and favor for which 
they will pay. They are the 
incipient 
middle 
class 
who 
could help to rebuild Vietnam. 
One reason for the continuing 
stagnation in Algeria is the 
slaughter of this class. 
A1- with so many of his gen­ 
eration, Stott i> opposed to 
the 
war. 
He 
believes 
that 
withdrawal must come, since 
th** alternative is to rem ain 
m Vietnam lor many years. 
Yet he also believes it is follv 
to try to gloss over or ignore 
the likely consequences of col­ 
lapse in Saigon.

Rattles & Straws 
Horsing Around 
With Evolution

Have you ever, in your dream s of 
glory, thought about winning the Ken- 
tuc*k\ Derby? 
With a jockey on your back? 
Max Rafferty and other leading 
theologians have been concerned in re­ 
cent months over the attem pts of Com­ 
mies on campus to teach Darwin’s 
theory of evolution — monkey making 
a man of himself, that sort of jazz. 
I am more concerned now with anthro­ 
pological reports that we are really 
descended from the horse. All I can 
say to that is “ Whoa!” 
The men responsible for saddling 
us with this theory are two Berkeley 
professors, Allan C. Wilson and Vin­ 
cent M. Sarich. They base their con­ 
clusions on blood constituents — hemo­ 
globin, transferrin, albumin, and some­ 
thing they style deoxyribonucleic acid, 
or DNA (Department of Motor Vehi­ 
cles). 
Some years ago a newly elected 
governor of Georgia rode his horse up 
the stops of his new home, delighting 
newsmen, who had never seen a whole 
horse in the governor’s mansion.

Man's Environment- 
Save It Now Or Else 


Another old sa> ing stands in need of revision. It 
is becoming increasingly evident that “everybody” is 
not merely talking aixrnt the weather. Wittingly or un­ 
wittingly, we ARE doing something about it—and what 
we are doing is for the most part alarming. 


According to the Wall Street Journal, meteorolo­ 
gists have established a definite correlation between 
production in the big steel mills in Gary, Ind., with 
rainfall in LaPorte, P.O miles downwind. The correla­ 
tion is so precise that when steel output goes up in Gary, 
rain, triggered by smoke from the mills, comes down 
in LaPorte. 


Between 1946 and 1967, La Porte averaged 19 inch­ 
es more precipitation than did stations upwind of the 
mills. A similar effect has been noted in Belleville, 
III., 10 miles downwind of St. Louis. 


The National Pollution Control Administration pre­ 
dicts eventual death of 750,000 trees on six nurseries 
trom near Oakland, Md., because of sulphur dioxide 
fumes from nearby power plants and a paper mill. 


On the West Coast, the U.S. Forest Service reports 
thal automobile exhaust pollution from Los Angeles 
is slowly- killing 1.2 million trees in the San Bernardino 
National Forest. The death of so many trees could 
luive profound and unpredictable effects on climate. 


It was not by chance that President Nixon’s first 
official act in the new decade was to establish a three- 
member White House Council on Environmental Qual­ 
ity.

This is the critical year for 
America in Vietnam. 1970 will 
determine whether Vietnami- 
zation is a workable policy 
permitting a more rapid rate 
of disengagement with a gov­ 
ernment in Saigon that can 
maintain stability short of to­ 
tal and self-defeating repres­ 
sion.

But it is a sutisfctorv ans­ 
wer only so long as it seems 
to promise much more of the 
same.

Doubts about the ability of 
the South Vietnamese army to 
take over the fighting within 
a foreseeable period ol. say, 
two years cannot be ignored.

ment of that ability. And the 
consequence can be a disas­ 
ter that no outpouring of com­ 
fortable rhetoric can disguise. 
This is Sir Robert Thomp 
son's warning in his book. “ No

The 
consequence will be a mas­ 
sacre 
of 
those 
Vietnamese 
counting 
on

continuing 
support of the United States. 
While it is idle to talk in num­ 
bers, Thompson, out of his 
firsthand knowledge of Viet­ 
nam and before that Malay­ 
sia, 
believes 
the 
slaughter 
would Ik* of such a magnitude 
as to shock and anger opinion 
everywhere. 


There i^ grisly precedent in 
recent h i s t o r y . When the 
French finally succeeded in 
extricating their forces from 
the long ordeal of the guer­ 
rilla war in Algeria, they left 
behind defenseless Arab allies 
who had believed in the re­ 
peated pledge that F r a n e e 
would never abandon them. 
Bv rough guess, up to one 
million persons were slaugh­ 
tered after the disengagement. 
They were the incipient mid­ 
dle class with some training 
and education who had shel­ 
tered under the French wing. 
Part of this is told by a Yale 
graduate student. William G. 


Stott Jr., who put pieces of it 
together while with the United 
States Information Service in 
Morocco. In a searching ar­ 
ticle on the last phase of the 
Algerian tragedy Stott quotes 
a 
liberal 
French 
diplomat 
with firsthand knowledge: 
“The r e b e l s themselves 
couldn’t do it (maintain or­ 
der); they were too fragment­ 
ed. So what did you have? 
You had bands of guerrillas, a 
few men in each, who knew 
nothing 
but destruction and 
who felt they had made — as 
was true — a great sacrifice 
for their country. But they 
come into a village or a town 
and what do they find? Men, 
Arabs’, 
who haven’t 
carried 
weapons, haven’t risked their 
lives for freedom, and yet who 
own something more than just 
a rifle.” 
So they killed and they took. 
This is a parallel. Stott sug­ 
gests. for Vietnam. The big 
landowners, the generals with 
bank accounts in Europe and 
safe hideouts in Asia, the rich 
merchants will have escaped 
the country. 
Class Slaughter 
The v i c t i m s will be the 
thousands upon thousands who 
have advanced a bit, thanks 
to the trickle-down effect of 
the billions in American aid. 
A bicycle, a motorcycle — 
these are the symbols of af­ 
fluence and favor for which 
they will pay. Thev are the 
incipient 
middle 
class 
who 
could help to rebuild Vietnam. 
One reason for the continuing 
stagnation in Algeria is the 
slaughter of this class. 
As with so many of his gen­ 
eration. Stott 
is opposed to 
the 
war. 
He 
believes 
that 
withdrawal must come, since 
the alternative is to remain 
in Vietnam lor many years. 
Yet he also believes it is iollv 
to try to glos 
over or ignore 
the likely consequences of col­ 
lapse in Saigon. 
The highly significant dif­ 
ference between the American 
position in Vietnam and the 
French in Algeria is that the 
United States is making a de­ 
termined effort to prepare the 
South Vietnamese for a com­ 
paratively stable s e l f - rule. 
I he army is being given the 
latest weapons. Important in­ 
stallations are being turned 
over and Vietnamese are be 
mg 
trained 
in 
the 
United 
States in the use of th«’ all- 
important 
helicopter. 
T h i s 
could swine, the balance. 
Nevertheless, it is a very 
great gamble. The weakest 
piece

TORONTO (AP) - A Toronto 
brain surgeon has described a 
new method of improving blood 
circulation

Dr. William Lougheed of To­ 
ronto General Hospital said that 
early last month a 54-year-old 
Toronto woman underwent such 
an operation. She has since re­ 
covered, he said. 
Two operating teams headed 
by Lougheed used new surgical 
V equipment in a 12-hour opera­ 
tion on thp woman Dec. 5, the 
surgeon said in a report this 
week. 
He said a leg vein section was 
used to bypass a blocked carotid 
artery just above the neck. The 
vein was inserted into a small 
cut above the blocked section of 
the artery, lougheed related, 
then threaded between the skull 
and the scalp and connected to 
the artery in the neck below the 
blockage.

Lougheed cautioned that the 
operation would not cure paral­ 
ysis resulting from strokes, hut 
said it could prevent patients 
from havmg additional strokes 
which could paralyze them fur­ 
ther or kill them.
